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Chapter  1. 
Summary  of  Revisions 


GENERAL 

The  monthly  data  in  the  Current  Industrial  Reports 
series  M3,  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Inventories,  and 
Orders,  have  been  revised  to  reflect: 

1.  Benchmarking  of  the  shipments  and  inventory 
data  to  the  1986  Annual  Survey  of  Manufactures 
(ASM). 

2.  Benchmarking  of  the  defense  shipments  series  to 
the  1986  MA-175  "Shipments  to  Federal  Govern- 
ment Agencies."! 

3.  Benchmarking  of  the  unfilled  orders  data  to  the 
1986  MA-300,  Unfilled  Orders  -  Sales  Supple- 
ment. 

4.  Corrections  to  the  monthly  data  for  late  receipts, 
reclassification  of  reports,  revisions  to  previously 
reported  data. 

5.  Recalculation  of  new  orders  estimates. 

6.  Updating  of  historical  seasonal  factors. 

The  effects  of  these  revisions  on  1986  data  and  the 
1985-1986  year-to-year  changes  are  shown  in  Table  A. 
The  amount  of  revision  attributable  to  monthly  data 
corrections  separate  from  benchmarking  corrections  are 
shown  in  Tables  B  and  C.  Data  for  new  and  unfilled 
orders  have  been  revised  back  to  December  1976  to 
maximize  continuity  between  the  two  benchmark  sur- 
veys of  unfilled  orders.^ 


SPECIFIC 

The  overall  effect  of  the  benchmarking  revisions  was 
small.  Shipments  for  1986  were  lowered  0.6  percent, 
otal  inventories  were  lowered  0.8  percent,  unfilled  orders 
/vere  raised  3.2  percent,  and  new  orders  were  lowered 
).4  percent.  Year-to-year  change  in  the  aggregate  data 
similarly  showed  little  revision. 

Within  the  major  industries,  the  largest  revisions  to 
ihipments  were  in  electrical  machinery,  revised  down 
1.6  percent;  lumber  and  wood  products,  revised  down

6.7  percent;  paper  and  allied  products,  revised  down  5.8 
percent;  and  apparel  and  related  products  revised  up  6.1 
percent.  Inventory  revisions  were  concentrated  in  chem- 
icals and  allied  products,  revised  down  10.2  percent,  and 
textile  and  related  products,  revised  up  8.0  percent. 

Although  the  aggregate  unfilled  orders  benchmark 
levels  raised  previously  published  data  by  3.2  percent, 
revisions  were  much  more  substantial  within  the  major 
industries.  The  most  significant  of  these  were  in  fabri- 
cated metal  products,  which  was  raised  $9.5  billion  or 
50.6  percent  to  $28.2  billion,  and  nonelectrical  machin- 
ery which  was  lowered  $7.0  billion  or  12.8  percent  to 
$47.6  billion.  Revisions  to  new  orders  were  largest  in 
electrical  machinery,  lowered  4.6  percent,  and  primary 
metals  raised  3.7  percent. 

PROCEDURE 

Monthly  Data  Corrections 

Corrections  are  made  to  the  monthly  reported  data  in 
the  M3  survey  before  benchmark  data  are  introduced. 
These  adjustments  are  made  to  improve  the  month- 
to-month  change  in  the  data.  Causes  of  the  revisions  are 
the  addition  of  monthly  response  data  received  too  late 
to  include  in  the  monthly  publications,  reclassification  of 
monthly  reports  to  industry  categories  more  representa- 
tive of  their  current  manufacturing  activity,  and  correc- 
tions for  reporting  and  processing  errors.  Monthly  data 
corrections  by  major  industry  category  are  shown  in 
Tables  B  and  C. 

Benchmarking 
Shipments 

After  corrections  to  the  monthly  shipments  data  in  the 
M3  survey  were  made,  they  were  further  adjusted  to 
sum  to  the  annual  totals  from  the  1986  ASM  and  any 
revisions  to  the  1985  ASM.  Data  after  1986  were  extra- 
polated forward  from  the  last  data  point  included  in  the 
benchmark  period  using  the  monthly  rates  of  change  in 
the  unadjusted  data.  See  Appendix  C  for  technical  notes 
on  methodology. 

Inventories 

After  corrections  to  the  monthly  inventory  data  were 
made,  end-of-year  benchmark  data  from  the  ASM  for 
1986  and  1985  were  used  to  adjust  the  monthly  series. 
Data  after  1986  were  extrapolated  using  the  month- 
to-month  percent  change  in  the  unadjusted  data. 
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Total  inventory  data  are  benchmarked  at  the  79  M3 
industry  category  levels.  Because  nnany  companies  are 
unable  to  provide  inventories  by  stage  of  processing  on 
a  monthly  basis,  stage  of  processing  data  are  tabulated 
only  for  2-digit  major  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
(SIC)  groups  and  benchmarked  to  the  2-digit  SIC  stage  of 
fabrication  totals  in  the  ASM. 

When  the  revised  monthly  total  inventory  estimates 
are  summed  to  2-digit  SIC  levels,  they  may  differ  slightly 
from  the  summed  stage  of  fabrication  data;  any  differ- 
ences are  proportionately  distributed  among  the  stages 
of  fabrication. 

Unfilled  Orders 

The  1986  Unfilled  Orders  benchmark  survey  was  the 
first  conducted  since  1976.  (A  detailed  discussion  of  the 
survey  is  found  in  Section  D.I.)  In  benchmarking  to  the 
1986  levels,  a  two  stage  procedure  was  followed.  First, 
the  end-of-year  levels  for  1977-1985  were  smoothed 
between  the  benchmark  levels  for  1976  and  1986, 
minimizing  revisions  to  the  year-to-year  percent 
changes.  This  was  done  because  historically  some  com- 
panies have  made  end-of-year  adjustments  to  order 
backlogs  for  errors  or  cancellations  which  might  have 
accumulated  during  the  year,  resulting  in  more  accurate 
year-to-year  changes.  The  second  step  corrected  the 
monthly  estimates  to  the  revised  end-of-year  levels, 
minimizing  the  revision  to  the  month-to-month  percent 
changes.  Technical  notes  on  this  procedure  are  found  in 
Appendix  D. 

New  Orders 

New  orders  are  defined  as  the  change  in  unfilled 
orders  between  the  current  and  prior  periods,  plus  the 
current  period  shipments.  In  order  to  preserve  this  rela- 
tionship, revisions  to  new  orders  series  are  made  to 
reflect  benchmarking  both  the  shipments  and  unfilled 
orders  series. 

Seasonal  Adjustment 

After  all  corrections  were  made  to  the  monthly  M3 
series,  the  data  were  seasonally  adjusted  at  the  most 
detailed  level  using  the  X-11  ARIMA  version  of  the 
Census  Bureau's  seasonal  adjustment  program.^  Season- 
ally adjusted  aggregate  series  are  the  sum  of  the  season- 
ally adjusted  detailed  series,  and  not  the  result  of  direct 
adjustment.  A  few  select  series  have  not  been  seasonally 
adjusted  because  they  exhibit  highly  irregular  data  pat- 
terns and  unidentifiable  seasonal  patterns.  For  these 
series,  the  unadjusted  data  are  included  in  their  respec- 
:ive  seasonally  adjusted  aggregates.  These  series  are 
dentified  in  Appendix  E.

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CHANGES  FROM  PRIOR  PUBLICATIONS 

Benchmarking  of  Unfilled  Orders 

The  most  significant  change  in  this  report  from  prior 
publications  was  the  addition  of  benchmark  levels  for 
unfilled  orders.  (See  Charts  E  and  F.) 

Past  experience  indicated  there  was  difficulty  in  col- 
lecting benchmark  levels  for  unfilled  orders  at  the  plant 
level,  consistent  with  the  plant  level  shipments  and 
inventory  benchmark  information  from  the  ASM.  Record- 
keeping studies  showed  that  companies  generally  kept 
this  information  only  at  a  divisional  or  company  level.  In 
1986,  a  feasibility  study  questionnaire  was  mailed  to 
about  500  large  companies  to  reassess  the  availability  of 
orders  data  and  the  organizational  unit  within  the  com- 
pany at  which  the  data  are  maintained.  Generally,  response 
to  the  questionnaire  confirmed  that  orders  information  is 
not  available  at  the  plant  level  at  the  time  the  orders  are 
received  by  companies,  although  there  were  some  excep- 
tions. 

In  1987,  a  probability  sample  of  multiestablishment 
manufacturing  companies  was  drawn.  Report  forms  were 
mailed  to  about  6,000  companies.  These  reports  requested 
1986  end-of-year  unfilled  orders  data  and  annual  sales 
data  for  1986  for  divisions  of  companies.  Response  to 
the  survey  was  mandatory.  Companies  self-coded  their 
divisions  into  the  most  appropriate  industry  categories 
for  which  unfilled  orders  are  tabulated  in  the  M3  survey. 

If  a  company  had  only  one  operation  in-scope  of  the 
survey  as  determined  from  its  previously  reported  ASM 
or  census  data,  a  simplified  report  form  was  mailed  to 
collect  total  company  information,  which  was  subse- 
quently tabulated  in  the  in-scope  industry.  Benchmark 
levels  calculated  from  the  survey  for  all  industry  catego- 
ries for  which  unfilled  orders  are  tabulated  in  the  monthly 
survey,  along  with  technical  notes  on  the  development 
of  the  estimates,  are  found  in  Appendix  D. 

The  methodology  used  in  developing  benchmark  lev- 
els of  unfilled  orders  differed  from  the  method  used  for 
shipments  and  inventories.  First,  the  data  in  the  MA-300 
were  requested  for  divisions  of  companies  as  compared 
to  the  plant  level  information  in  the  ASM  used  for  the 
shipments  and  inventory  benchmark.  Second,  the  MA- 
300  included  only  multiestablishment  companies;  single- 
establishment  company  data  were  reported  in  the  ASM. 
To  bridge  these  problems,  unfilled  orders  levels  were 
derived  using  ratio  estimates  of  the  MA-300  companies. 
To  derive  the  estimates,  ratios  of  unfilled  orders  to 
shipments  for  reporting  companies  in  the  MA-300  were 
multiplied  by  the  multiunit  universe  estimate  for  ship- 
ments from  the  ASM  to  estimate  a  plant-based  estimate 
of  unfilled  orders  for  multiplant  companies.  Unfilled 
orders  for  single-establishment  companies  which  were 
collected  directly  in  the  ASM  were  added  to  the  MA-300 
estimates  for  multiestablishment  companies  to  arrive  at 
estimates  for  the  industry. 

CHAPTER  1     VII 
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Estimates  of  response  rates  in  tlie  MA-300  survey 
were  calculated  using  the  plant  level  data  reported  in  the 
ASM  and  census  by  companies  reporting  in  the  MA-300, 
and  comparing  this  information  to  the  1986  ASM  totals 
for  multiestablishment  companies.  The  value  of  ship- 
ments data  accounted  for  by  reporting  companies  was  in 
total  92.6  percent  of  shipments  for  multiestablishment 
companies.  Response  rates  for  the  specific  categories 
vary  from  76.5  percent  to  100.0  percent.  Relative  to  the 
6,000  companies  that  were  mailed  report  forms,  75 
percent  of  them  reported. 

Seasonal  Adjustment 

Beginning  in  March  1987,  major  changes  in  the  approach 
to  the  seasonal  adjustment  of  M3  series  were  imple- 
mented. First,  series  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
seasonality  and  adjustment  of  those  without  identifiable 
seasonal  patterns  was  discontinued.  Criteria  for  these 
decisions  were  combinations  of  tests  using  summary 
statistics  from  the  X-11  ARIMA  program  and  sliding 
spans  analysis. 

From  the  X-1 1  ARIMA  program  the  F  tests  were  used 
in  analyzing  the  stability  of  the  seasonal  component; 
composite  Q  statistics''  provided  an  indication  of  the 
amount  and  nature  of  the  irregular  and  the  seasonal 
components.  The  sliding  spans  analysis  tests^  measure 
the  stability  of  seasonal  factors  and  the  month-to-month 
percent  changes  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  data  for  each 
specific  month  in  the  series  as  additional  observations 
are  added  to  the  series  and  earlier  observations  omitted. 

Effective  with  this  publication,  we  will  resume  sea- 
sonal adjustment  of  most  of  these  series,  where  knowl- 
edge of  the  industry  and/or  relaxation  of  the  guidelines

seems  to  justify  the  change.  Appendix  E  describes  the 
measures  used  in  the  evaluations  and  identifies  those 
series  which  will  not  be  seasonally  adjusted.  For  aggre- 
gates that  include  these  series,  the  unadjusted  data  will 
be  included  in  both  the  seasonally  adjusted  and  unad- 
justed industry  totals.  (See  Charts  C  and  D.) 

Also,  effective  with  the  March  1987  publication  was 
the  implementation  of  concurrent  seasonal  adjustment. 
With  concurrent  adjustment,  all  available  data  including 
the  current  month's  data  are  used  in  the  calculation  of 
seasonal  adjustment  factors  for  the  current  month.  This 
procedure  generally  results  in  smaller  revisions  to  the 
historical  seasonal  factors  as  subsequent  observations 
are  added  to  the  series.  However,  it  also  provides  updated 
seasonal  factors  for  all  historical  data  points  included  in 
the  seasonal  pattern  analysis.  To  minimize  the  inconve- 
nience to  the  data  user,  it  was  decided  to  revise  only  the 
prior  month  factor  and  the  current  month  one  year  ago 
factor,  for  those  interested  in  year-to-year  change.  Since 
that  time,  it  has  become  clear  that  the  degree  of  revision 
to  the  year-ago  data  is  somewhat  unpredictable  for 
series  which  have  a  less  than  stable  seasonal  pattern. 
Similarly,  the  factors  for  the  interim  months,  which  are 
not  published,  oscillate  with  additional  observations. 
Effective  with  this  publication,  we  are  discontinuing  revis- 
ing the  one  year  ago  observation;  therefore,  the  season- 
ally adjusted  data  in  this  publication  will  not  be  revised 
until  benchmark  data  for  the  1987  Census  are  intro- 
duced. We  will  begin  publishing  in  the  monthly  press 
releases  the  year-to-year  percent  changes  for  the  unad- 
justed data,  which  are  considered  to  be  better  measures 
of  those  changes. 

Series  Deletions 


The  publication  of  new  and  unfilled  orders  series  for; 
household  appliances  and  radio  and  TV  is  discontinued 
with  this  report.  They  will  continue  to  be  tabulated  and 
included  in  higher  level  aggregates.

Chapter  2. 
Description  of  Survey 


The  Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Inventories,  and  Orders 
survey  provides  broadbased  monthly  statistical  data  on 
economic  conditions  in  the  domestic  manufacturing  sec- 
tor. It  is  designed  to  measure  current  industrial  activity 
and  to  provide  an  indication  of  future  business  trends. 
The  data  are  used  extensively  by  the  Executive  Branch  of 
the  Government  in  developing  economic,  fiscal,  and 
monetary  policy;  by  the  Bureau  of  Economic  Analysis  as 
components  of  the  gross  national  product  estimates; 
and  by  trade  associations,  corporate  economists,  and 
other  members  of  the  business  community  as  an  analy- 
tical tool  in  their  assessment  of  the  current  and  future 
economic  condition  of  the  country. 


COMPOSITION  OF  THE  SURVEY  PANEL 

The  monthly  M3  estimates  are  based  on  information 
obtained  from  most  manufacturing  companies  with  1 ,000 
or  more  employees.  In  addition,  selected  smaller  com- 
panies are  included  to  strengthen  the  sample  coverage 
in  individual  industry  categories.  For  firms  that  operate  in 
a  single  M3  industry  category,  the  reporting  unit  typically 
comprises  all  operations  of  the  company.  At  the  request 
of  the  Census  Bureau,  most  large,  diversified  companies 
file  separate  reports  for  divisions  that  operate  in  different 
industrial  areas. 

Each  company  or  reporting  unit  of  a  company  in  the 
survey  is  classified  into  1  of  79  industry  categories  for 
which  separate  estimates  are  made  (see  Appendix  B) 
based  on  the  major  activity  of  the  reporting  unit.  Some 
reporting  units  include  industry  activities  outside  the  M3 
category  in  which  they  are  classified.  The  survey  meth- 
odology assumes  that  the  month-to-month  changes  of 
the  reporting  units  classified  in  each  industry  category 
effectively  represent  the  month-to-month  movements  of 
the  establishments  in  the  SIC  industries  which  make  up 
the  category. 

The  sample  selected  in  1962  for  this  survey  included 
all  companies  with  more  than  1,000  employees.  Smaller 
companies  were  sampled  proportional  to  their  employ- 
ment size.  Because  of  poor  response  rates,  reporting  by 
companies  with  less  than  100  employees  was  discontin- 
ued in  1963,  and  instead,  data  for  these  companies  were 
estimated  by  using  overall  industry  averages. 

There  was  also  some  deterioration  in  response  rates 
for  companies  with  between  100  and  1,000  employees. 
Therefore,  in  January  1975,  a  supplemental  sample  of 
approximately  1,000  companies  was  selected  from  the 
universe  of  companies  in  this  size  range  in  order  to 
strengthen  the  estimates.  Although  the  response  rate 


was  only  about  60  percent  for  this  group,  beginning  with 
January  1978,  reports  from  responding  companies  in 
this  sample  are  included  in  the  monthly  estimates.  In 
recent  years,  efforts  to  increase  response  rates  were 
made  by  visiting  large  companies  that  do  not  report  in 
the  survey  to  request  that  they  participate,  and  by  request- 
ing large  companies  that  already  report  to  increase  the 
number  of  divisional  or  industry  specific  reports  they 
submit. 

The  current  coverage  levels  in  the  survey  show  that 
approximately  50  percent  of  the  shipments  estimates  at 
the  all  manufacturing  level  are  based  on  reported  data, 
while  the  individual  coverage  rates  for  the  twenty  2-digit 
major  SIC  industries  vary  from  about  20  to  90  percent. 

MONTHLY  ESTIMATION  PROCEDURE 

The  monthly  estimates  of  shipments,  unfilled  orders, 
and  total  inventories  are  derived  for  each  industry  cate- 
gory by  multiplying  the  industry  estimate  for  the  previ- 
ous month  by  the  percentage  change  from  the  previous 
month  for  companies  reporting  in  the  current  month. 

When  an  individual  company  reports  unusually  large 
changes  from  the  previous  month,  or  when  a  particular 
company  has  unique  data  patterns  differing  substantially 
from  the  movement  shown  by  the  rest  of  the  reporting 
panel,  the  company  is  isolated  from  the  estimation  pro- 
cedure as  follows:  the  data  for  the  individual  company 
are  removed  from  the  computation  of  the  aggregate 
month-to-month  percentage  change  and  from  the  prior 
month's  industry  estimate;  the  modified  percentage  change 
is  then  applied  to  the  reduced  prior  month's  estimate, 
giving  a  current  month's  estimate  of  the  entire  industry 
excluding  the  company  with  the  unusual  month-to-month 
change;  finally  the  isolated  company's  reported  data  are 
added  to  the  modified  current  month's  estimate  to  obtain 
the  estimate  for  the  entire  industry.  The  effect  of  this 
procedure  is  to  restrict  the  estimation  for  nonrespon- 
dents  and  firms  not  in  the  survey  panel  to  the  general 
trend  of  the  industry. 

Though  collected  as  a  separate  item,  new  orders  are 
not  calculated  according  to  the  standard  ratio  estimate 
procedure.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  not  all  companies 
report  new  orders,  and  some  that  do  report  this  item 
limit  their  reporting  to  specific  products  for  which  long 
lead  times  are  required  in  the  production  cycle.  These 
companies,  in  effect,  exclude  new  orders  received  for 
products  that  are  shipped  from  inventory.  To  take  advan- 
tage of  the  higher  response  rate  for  shipments  data  and 
to  include  orders  filled  from  inventory,  new  orders  are 
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computed  by  adjusting  the  current  month's  shipments 
by  the  change  in  the  backlog  of  orders.  (New  orders 
equal  current  month  shipments  plus  current  month  unfilled 
orders  minus  prior  month  unfilled  orders.)  Thus,  the 
estimate  of  new  orders  includes  orders  that  are  received 
and  filled  in  the  same  month  as  well  as  orders  that  have 
not  yet  been  filled.  Also  included  are  the  effects  of 
cancellations  and  modifications  of  previously  reported 
orders. 

The  estimation  of  total  inventories  follows  the  proce- 
dure described  for  shipments  and  unfilled  orders.  How- 
ever, because  a  significant  number  of  companies  that 
report  total  inventories  cannot  report  inventories  by 
stage  of  fabrication,  a  modified  procedure  is  used  to 
estimate  the  stage  of  fabrication  data.  In  this  procedure, 
the  total  inventory  data  estimated  for  each  tabulated 
industry  category  are  cumulated  to  the  appropriate  2- 
digit  SIC  major  group  levels  and  serve  as  control  totals 
for  the  stage  of  fabrication  data.  Initial  estimates  by  stage 
of  fabrication  are  made  for  each  2-digit  SIC  based  on  the 
ratio  of  change  for  reporting  companies;  the  differences 
between  the  sum  of  the  stage  of  fabrication  detail  and 
total  inventories  are  then  allocated  proportionally  to  the 
stage  of  fabrication  figures  to  form  the  estimates. 

BENCHMARK  PROCEDURE 

The  estimates  of  annual  shipments  and  end-of-year 
inventories  derived  in  the  monthly  survey  are  bench- 
marked  to  the  annual  data  compiled  in  the  Census  of 
Manufactures  and  in  the  ASM.  The  end-of-year  esti- 
mates for  unfilled  orders  for  1986  are  benchmarked  to 
the  1986  MA-300,  Unfilled  Orders  Sales  Supplement. 
The  previous  benchmark  survey  for  unfilled  orders  cov- 
ered end-of-year  1976.  Since  new  orders  for  any  period 
are  defined  as  the  change  in  unfilled  orders  between  the 
current  and  prior  periods  plus  the  current  period  ship- 
ments, implicit  benchmark  estimates  of  new  orders  were 
derived.  The  last  benchmark  report  was  issued  in  March 
1987  and  included  M3  data  benchmarked  to  annual 
shipments  and  inventory  data  through  1985. 

The  benchmarking  procedure  adjusts  for  differences 
that  result  from  collecting  the  monthly  data  on  a  divi- 
sional basis  as  compared  to  the  establishment  basis  in 
both  the  ASM  and  Census  of  Manufactures.  The  month- 
to-month  changes  in  the  original  data  are  preserved  to 
the  maximum  extent  possible.  The  unfilled  orders  bench- 
mark data  were  collected  on  a  divisional  basis,  then  ratio 
adjusted  to  levels  consistent  with  the  establishment  level 
shipments  and  inventory  data.  (See  Appendices  C  and  D 
for  methodology.) 

Benchmarking  also  corrects  for  errors  of  estimation 
from  the  relatively  small  monthly  sample  and/or  any 
reporting  or  processing  errors  that  may  not  have  been 
detected  as  part  of  the  review  of  the  monthly  estimates. 
The  benchmark  process  involves  comparing  the  monthly 
reports  with  the  annual  reports  for  the  ASM,  MA-175, 
and  MA-300  for  companies  reporting  in  the  M3  survey 


and  reconciling  large  differences.  Annual  growth  rates  of 
companies  not  reporting  in  the  monthly  sample  as  com- 
pared to  those  in  the  sample  are  also  evaluated  and 
recommendations  for  sample  improvements  made. 

SEASONAL  ADJUSTMENT  METHODOLOGY 

The  monthly  data  are  adjusted  for  seasonality  at  the 
most  detailed  level  tabulated  in  the  survey,  using  the 
X-11  ARIMA  version  of  the  Census  Bureau's  seasonal 
adjustment  program.^  The  seasonally  adjusted  estimates 
for  shipments,  unfilled  orders,  and  total  inventories  for 
M3  industry  categories  are  calculated  by  dividing  the 
unadjusted  estimates  by  seasonal  adjustment  factors 
computed  by  the  X-1 1  ARIMA  seasonal  adjustment  pro- 
gram. Seasonally  adjusted  new  orders  are  computed  by 
adding  to  the  current  month's  seasonally  adjusted  ship- 
ments the  change  in  the  seasonally  adjusted  unfilled 
orders  between  the  current  and  the  prior  period. 

The  inventory  by  stage  of  fabrication  data  are  season- 
ally adjusted  at  the  2-digit  SIC  major  group  level  and  then 
summed  to  total  inventory  estimates.  If  the  summed  data 
do  not  equal  the  SIC  major  group  totals  resulting  from 
summing  the  seasonally  adjusted  total  inventories  for 
the  individual  industries,  the  difference  is  proportionally 
allocated  to  the  stage  of  fabrication  detail. 

Seasonal  factors  are  calculated  concurrently,  that  is, 
with  the  addition  of  each  monthly  observation.  The 
factors  reflected  in  this  report  are  based  on  data  from 
January  1978  through  May  1988  for  shipments  and 
inventories,  and  January  1 977  forward  for  unfilled  orders. 
Reliability  measures  regarding  the  adequacy  of  the  sea- 
sonal adjustment  of  specific  series  are  presented  in 
Appendix  E.  For  information  on  specific  measures  used 
in  the  seasonal  adjustment  analysis,  selection  of  options 
within  the  X-1 1  program  for  the  individual  industry  series, 
and  tests  for  the  presence  of  seasonality,  contact  the 
Industry  Division,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington,  DC 
20233,  or  call  (301)  763-2502. 

TRADING  DAY  ADJUSTMENT  FACTORS 

Variations  in  the  rate  of  activity  that  arise  from  the 
existence  of  different  numbers  of  trading  days  in  the 
same  month  for  different  years  can  be  an  important 
cause  of  month-to-month  irregular  fluctuations.  Trading 
day  irregularities  can  be  approximately  identified  and 
removed  so  that  the  underlying  trend-cycle  stands  out 
more  clearly. 

The  M3  survey  does  not  use  the  trading  day  adjust- 
ment option  in  the  X-1 1  program,  but  rather  adjusts  the 
shipments  data  for  monthly  trading  day  variations  in  the 
individual  reports  prior  to  tabulation.  At  the  same  time, 
the  reports  are  adjusted  for  variations  in  the  length  of  the

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report  periods  of  companies.  In  effect,  all  reports  are 
adjusted  to  reflect  manufacturing  shipments  for  one- 
twelfth  of  a  year,  or  a  standard  month  of  approximately 
26  trading  days.  Trading  day  adjustments  are  reflected  in 
both  the  seasonally  adjusted  and  unadjusted  published 
data. 


LIMITATIONS  OF  THE  DATA 

The  monthly  data  presented  in  this  publication  are 
subject  to  both  sampling  and  nonsampling  errors.  Sam- 
pling errors  occur  because  reports  are  received  from  a 
sample  rather  than  from  the  complete  universe  of  man- 
ufacturing companies.  Because  of  the  present  composi- 
tion of  the  sample,  the  amount  of  sampling  error  cannot 
be  quantified.  Nonsampling  errors,  on  the  other  hand, 
are  attributable  to  many  sources.  The  use  of  company  or 
divisional  reports  to  estimate  the  monthly  change  for 
establishments  is  one  source  of  nonsampling  error.  The 
use  primarily  of  large  companies  to  represent  the  month- 
to-month  movement  of  all  companies  is  another  poten- 
tial source.  In  addition,  response  and  processing  errors 
may  be  present,  although  most  of  the  important  errors  of 
this  kind  are  detected  through  computer  edits  of  the  data 
prior  to  tabulation  and  through  analytical  review  of  the 
data. 


DEFINITIOIM  OF  TERMS 

Value  of  Shipments 

Value  of  shipments  as  reported  in  the  ASM  represents 
net  selling  values,  f.o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and  allow- 
ances and  excluding  freight  charges  and  excise  taxes. 
These  shipments  are  classified  and  tabulated  at  a  4-digit 
SIC  level.  Where  the  products  of  an  industry  (4-digit  SIC) 
are  customarily  delivered  by  the  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment (such  as  in  certain  food  industries  -  fluid  milk, 
bakery  products,  soft  drinks),  the  value  is  based  on 
delivered  price  rather  than  the  f.o.b.  plant  price.  In  the 
annual  survey,  multiestablishment  companies  report  value 
information  for  each  plant  as  if  it  were  a  separate  eco- 
nomic unit.  Thus,  products  transferred  from  one  plant  to 
another  are  reported  at  their  full  economic  value;  that  is, 
in  addition  to  the  cost  of  production,  a  reasonable 
proportion  of  company  overhead  and  profits  is  included. 

Included  in  the  value  of  shipments,  in  addition  to  the 
value  of  products  made  at  the  plant,  is  the  value  of 
products  made  elsewhere  under  contract  from  materials 
owned  by  the  plant.  Also  included  is  the  value  of  all 
products  transferred  to  other  plants  of  the  same  com- 
pany or  shipped  on  consignment.  Receipts  for  contract 
work  performed  for  others,  resales,  miscellaneous  activ- 
ities such  as  the  sale  of  scrap  and  refuse,  installation  and 
repair  work  performed  by  employees  of  the  plant,  and 
the  receipts  for  research  and  development  performed  at 
the  plant  are  also  included. 


In  the  shipbuilding  industry,  the  value  of  work  done  in 
a  given  year  varies  considerably  from  the  value  of  ship- 
ments because  of  the  long  lead  time  between  the  start 
and  completion  of  a  large  vessel.  In  the  annual  survey, 
the  value  of  work  done  during  the  year,  rather  than  the 
value  of  shipments,  is  included.  The  same  procedure  is 
followed  for  aircraft  produced  on  a  cost-plus  contract. 
Aircraft  produced  on  a  fixed-price  contract  are  reported 
in  the  usual  manner  when  the  products  are  shipped. 
Where  value  of  work  done  is  reported  in  place  of  ship- 
ments, the  work-in-process  inventories  are  normally  charged 
to  the  customer  as  costs  are  incurred  and  are  not 
accumulated  as  finished  goods  inventories  by  the  ship- 
yard or  the  aircraft  producer. 

The  value  of  shipments  figures  developed  from  the 
ASM  contain  duplication  at  the  all  manufacturing  and  M3 
industry  category  levels,  since  the  products  of  some 
4-digit  SIC  industries  are  used  as  materials  by  other 
industries  within  the  same  industry  aggregate.  The  sig- 
nificance of  the  duplication  within  the  specific  M3  indus- 
try categories  varies  depending  on  their  4-digit  industry 
composition.  It  is  most  pronounced  in  a  few  highly 
integrated  industry  areas,  such  as  primary  metals  and 
motor  vehicles  and  parts. 

For  multiestablishment  companies,  the  M3  reports 
received  each  month  typically  are  not  plant  reports  but 
are  company  or  divisional  level  reports  that  encompass 
groups  of  plants.  The  actual  sales  reported  are  usually 
net  sales  and  receipts  from  customers  and  exclude  the 
duplication  of  interplant  transfers.  The  reported  sales  are 
used  to  calculate  month-to-month  changes  which  bring 
forward  the  plant-based  shipments  for  the  industry  cat- 
egory as  estimated  in  the  ASM. 

Inventories 

In  the  ASM,  until  1982,  respondents  were  asked  to 
report  their  inventories  at  book  values.  Since  different 
methods  of  inventory  valuation  are  used  (LIFO,  FIFO, 
and  so  forth),  the  definition  of  the  value  of  aggregate 
inventories  for  all  plants  in  an  industry  is  not  precise. 
Effective  with  the  1982  Census  of  Manufactures,  instruc- 
tions for  reporting  inventories  were  changed.  LIFO  users 
were  asked  to  report  inventories  prior  to  the  LIFO  adjust- 
ment and  then  to  report  the  LIFO  reserve  and  the  LIFO 
value  after  adjustment  for  the  reserve.  Because  of  this 
change  in  reporting  instructions,  the  1982  census  data 
for  inventories  were  published  on  both  bases.  Inventory 
data  in  subsequent  ASMs  are  available  only  on  a  pre- 
LIFO  basis,  with  no  book  value  estimates  comparable  to 
the  earlier  data.  This  change  in  instructions  for  reporting 
current  cost  inventories  was  carried  to  the  monthly 
survey  in  January  1987. 

The  data  prior  to  1987  in  this  report  have  been 
redefined  to  a  pre-LIFO  or  current  cost  basis.  The  pro- 
cedure used  in  adjusting  these  monthly  estimates  on  a 
book  value  basis  to  the  pre-LIFO  levels  is  described  in 
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Appendix  C  using  the  pre-LIFO  levels  as  constraints,  and 
minimizing  revisions  to  the  month-to-month  change  in 
the  monthly  book  value  data. 

Inventory  data  are  requested  from  respondents  by 
stage  of  fabrication,  that  is,  finished  goods,  work  in 
process,  and  raw  materials  and  supplies.  There  are 
several  limitations  to  the  quality  of  these  data  which 
should  be  noted: 

1.  Response  to  the  stage  of  fabrication  inquiries  is 
lower  than  for  total  inventories  because  all  com- 
panies do  not  keep  their  data  monthly  at  this  level 
of  detail;  those  companies  which  do  maintain 
detail  records  monthly,  frequently  do  not  have 
data  for  all  three  stages  of  fabrication  or  have 
quantity  (physical  volume)  data  only. 

2.  A  product  considered  to  be  a  finished  good  in  one 
industry,  such  as  steel  mills,  may  be  reported  as  a 
raw  material  in  another  industry,  such  as  stamp- 
ing plants.  Insofar  as  the  durable  and  nondurable 
goods  sectors  and  also  the  2-digit  major  SIC 
groups  contain  industries  with  successive  stages 
of  fabrication,  the  same  type  of  inventories  may 
be  included  under  different  stage  of  fabrication 
categories  in  the  aggregate  statistics. 

Like  total  inventories,  stage  of  fabrication  inventories 
are  also  benchmarked  to  the  ASM  pre-LIFO  data.  The 
inventories  reported  in  the  M3  survey  are  used  to  bring 
the  ASM  end-of-year  inventories  forward  each  month. 
Even  if  there  are  inconsistencies  in  the  M3  company  or 
divisional  level  inventories  by  stage  of  fabrication  com- 
pared to  the  ASM  establishment  reports,  the  monthly 
data  which  are  used  to  determine  the  ratios  of  change 
are  consistent. 

New  Orders  Received  and  Unfilled  Orders 

New  Orders  as  reported  in  the  monthly  survey  are  net 
of  order  cancellations  received  during  the  month.  They 
include  orders  received  and  filled 'during  the  month  as 
well  as  orders  received  for  future  delivery.  They  also 
include  the  value  of  contract  changes  which  increase  or 
decrease  the  value  of  the  unfilled  orders  to  which  they 
relate.  Orders  are  defined  to  include  only  those  sup- 
ported by  binding  legal  documents  such  as  signed  con- 
tracts, letters  of  award,  or  letters  of  intent,  although  in 
some  industries  this  definition  may  not  be  strictly  appli- 
cable. In  the  case  of  letters  of  intent,  the  full  amount  of 
the  sales  value  is  included  if  the  parties  are  in  substantial 
agreement  on  the  amount;  otherwise,  only  the  funds 
specifically  authorized  to  be  expended  are  included. 

Unfilled  orders  include  orders  as  defined  above  that 
have  not  been  reflected  as  shipments.  Generally,  unfilled 
orders  at  the  end  of  the  reporting  period  are  equal  to 
unfilled  orders  at  the  beginning  of  the  period  plus  net 
new  orders  received  less  net  shipments. 
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Composition  of  Industry  Categories 

The  79  industry  categories  used  in  the  survey  are 
groupings  of  4-digit  SIC  industries  as  defined  in  the  1972 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual'  as  amended. 
The  definitions  are  shown  in  Appendix  B. 

The  response  rate  for  many  of  these  79  categories  is 
not  sufficient  to  warrant  publication  of  the  data.  In  addi- 
tion to  limitations  imposed  by  the  size  of  the  sample, 
coverage  is  reduced  for  some  groupings  as  a  conse- 
quence of  consolidated  reporting  by  some  large  compa- 
nies. A  company  which  reports  on  a  consolidated  basis 
(either  the  entire  company  or  a  division)  is  included  only 
in  the  M3  category  in  which  the  reporting  unit  as  a  whole 
is  classified.  Therefore,  in  the  monthly  estimates,  its 
combined  activity  influences  only  the  movement  of  that 
industry  category  and  has  no  influence  on  the  movement 
of  the  other  industries  included  in  the  combined  report. 
As  a  result,  it  has  been  necessary  to  combine  these  79 
industry  categories  into  43  publication  levels  (16  SIC 
2-digit  major  groups  or  combinations  of  2-digit  major 
groups  plus  27  additional  categories)  for  shipments  and 
total  inventories.  In  presenting  new  and  unfilled  orders 
and  inventories  by  stage  of  fabrication,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  introduce  further  combinations  because  of 
the  lower  response  rates  for  those  items. 


MARKET  CATEGORIES 

In  addition  to  presenting  data  for  industry  categories 
within  the  2-  and  3-digit  SIC  groups,  the  M3  also  presents 
the  basic  data  in  terms  of  markets.  These  groupings  are 
designed  to  distinguish  between  shipments  of  finished 
goods  which  are  sold  to  the  consumer  and  business 
markets  and  intermediate  products  which  are  to  be 
incorporated  in  final  products  by  other  manufacturers. 
Such  economic  time  series  provide  useful  measures  of 
isolating  the  impact  of  changes  in  demand  in  various 
sectors  of  the  economy  and  greatly  facilitate  analysis  of 
cyclical  and  growth  developments. 

Within  the  consumer  goods  category,  subtotals  are 
provided  for  home  goods  and  apparel,  and  for  consumer 
staples.  Materials,  including  supplies  and  intermediate 
products,  are  subdivided  into  construction  materials  and 
all  other.  Equipment  and  defense  products  and  automo- 
tive equipment  are  treated  as  separate  market  group- 
ings. The  industry  composition  of  the  market  groupings 
is  shown  in  Appendix  B. 

In  determining  the  4-digit  industry  composition  of  the 
basic  M3  industry  categories,  the  desirability  of  aggre- 
gating data  into  the  2-  and  3-digit  SIC  groups  and  into 
market  categories  was  an  important  consideration.  The 
extent  to  which  separate  tabulation  categories  could  be 


The  SIC,  as  developed  in  the  Office  of  Management  &  Budget  by 
the  Technical  Committee  on  Industrial  Classification,  classified  estab- 
lishments to  the  4-digit  industry  level  by  principal  type  of  activity  therein 
engaged. 
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formed  had  to  be  reconciled  with  the  limits  imposed  by 
the  sample  and  the  reporting  capabilities  of  multi-industry 
companies.  Generally,  industries  within  the  same  3-digit 
group  were  treated  as  a  unit  unless  there  were  strong 
indications  that  a  separate  category  could  be  set  up  for  a 
single  4-digit  industry  or  combination  of  industries  within 
the  3-digit  group. 

The  market  groupings  series  are  very  valuable  in  the 
presentation  of  the  monthly  industry  survey  data.  How- 
ever, there  are  certain  qualifications  which  should  be 
considered  when  using  the  figures.  The  SIC  system, 
which  is  basic  to  the  monthly  survey,  is  an  industry  rather 
than  a  product  classification  system.  Plants  of  compa- 
nies in  the  ASM  are  classified  totally  into  industries 
based  on  their  primary  product  specialization,  and  in 
most  cases  without  regard  to  the  end  use  of  the  primary 
product,  that  is,  as  a  finished  good  for  the  consumer  or 
business  market  or  as  an  intermediate  good  to  be  incor- 
porated into  a  final  product  by  other  industry  sectors. 
The  data  obtained  from  the  monthly  M3  survey  reports 
are  even  more  heterogeneous  since  the  reporting  units 
consist  of  combinations  of  plants  in  3-  or  4-digit  industry 
aggregations. 


SUPPLEMENTARY  SERIES 

In  addition  to  the  market  categories,  there  are  two 
supplementary  series:  household  durable  goods  indus- 
tries and  capital  goods  industries.  Household  durable 
goods  industries  include  household  furniture;  kitchen 
articles  and  pottery;  cutlery,  handtools  and  hardware; 
household  appliances;  radio  and  TV;  ophthalmic  goods, 
watches,  clocks,  and  watch  cases;  and  miscellaneous 
personal  goods.  The  capital  goods  category  is  subdi- 
vided into  two  components:  defense  and  nondefense. 
Nondefense  products  include  machinery,  except  electri- 
cal (excluding  farm  machinery  and  equipment  and  machine 
shops);  electrical  machinery  (excluding  household  appli- 
ances, radio  and  TV,  and  electronic  components);  rail- 
road equipment,  and  the  nondefense  portions  of  ship- 
building and  tanks,  communication  equipment,  aircraft, 
aircraft  parts,  and  ordnance.  Defense  products  include 
shipbuilding  and  tanks,  communication  equipment,  air- 
craft, aircraft  parts,  and  ordnance.  These  supplementary 
categories  are  useful  in  bringing  together  industries  that 
are  subject  to  the  influence  of  distinct  economic  forces. 
They  generally  exhibit  unique  patterns  in  their  relation- 
ship of  orders  to  shipments  and  inventories.

Summary  Measures  for  Evaluating  the  Quality  of  the  Seasonal 

Adjustment  of  M3  Series 


The  measures  presented  in  the  table  below  are  intended 
to  assist  the  data  user  in  evaluating  the  seasonal  adjust- 
ment choices  effective  with  this  publication.  Brief  descrip- 
tions of  the  measures  follow: 

The  average  absolute  percentage  change  without  regard 
to  sign  is  the  average  of  the  absolute  percentage  changes 
between  all  pairs  of  adjacent  months;  it  is  one  measure 
of  variability. 

"O"  is  the  average  month-to-month  percentage  change, 
without  regard  to  sign,  in  the  original  series.  "CI"  is  the 
same  for  the  seasonally  adjusted  series.  "I"  is  the  same 
for  the  irregular  component,  which  is  obtained  by  divid- 
ing the  cyclical  component  into  the  seasonally  adjusted 
series.  "C"  is  the  same  for  the  cyclical  component  which 
is  a  smooth,  flexible  moving  average  of  the  seasonally 
adjusted  series. 

"I/C"  is  the  average  relative  month-to-month  change, 
without  regard  to  sign,  of  the  irregular  component  divided 
by  the  average  relative  month-to-month  change,  without 
regard  to  sign,  of  the  cyclical  component.  It  serves  as  an 
indication  of  the  series'  relative  irregularity. 

The  measures  of  relative  contributions  of  the  compo- 
nent series  to  the  variation  in  the  original  series  can  be 
interpreted  as  measures  of  the  absolute  importance  of 
each  component.  The  percentages  shown  are  actually 
Ithe  percentages  of  the  total  variance  obtained  by  adding 
up  the  variances  of  the  individual  components  and  may 
Idiffer  from  those  using  the  variance  computed  directly 
from  the  original  series.  I  is  the  irregular  component,  C  is 
the  trend  component  and  S  the  seasonal  component.  A 
value  of  I  greater  than  30  usually  indicates  that  the  erratic 
movements  in  the  series  will  significantly  diminish  the 
ability  of  X-1 1  to  identify  the  seasonal  movements  in  the 
data.  Values  of  S  less  than  50  suggest  that  the  seasonal 
movements  are  difficult  to  quantify. 

The  F  value  presented  here  measures  the  presence  of 
stable  seasonality.  It  is  the  quotient  of  two  variances: 
(1)  the  between  months  variance  which  is  mainly  due  to 


the  seasonal,  and  2)  the  residual  variance  which  is  mainly 
due  to  the  irregular.  A  value  of  7.0  or  greater  is  used  as 
an  indicator  of  the  presence  of  stable  seasonality. 

The  Q  value  is  a  weighted  average  of  11  different 
quality  control  statistics  concerned  variously  with  the 
irregular  movements  of  the  series  and  with  seasonal 
patterns  changing  too  rapidly  to  be  identifiable,  particu- 
larly in  recent  years.  A  value  greater  than  1 .2  is  unaccept- 
able, whereas  values  less  than  0.8  often  indicate  an 
acceptable  adjustment.  With  values  between  0.8  and  1.2, 
other  measures  must  be  consulted  to  determine  if  the 
seasonal  movement  in  the  series  can  be  adequately 
quantified  by  the  X-11  program.  The  SFr  and  MMr  are 
diagnostics  from  the  sliding  spans  tests.  The  SFr  mea- 
sures the  amount  of  revision  in  a  seasonal  factor  for  a 
specific  observation  which  occurs  as  the  specific  years 
included  in  the  seasonal  adjustment  analysis  change.  For 
example,  for  most  series  in  this  publication  a  10  year 
series  is  examined  as  3  8-year  spans:  1978-1985,  1979- 
1986,  and  1980-1987.  For  the  SFr  it  is  considered  accept- 
able if  no  more  than  25  percent  of  the  seasonal  factors 
are  revised  by  more  than  3  percent  for  Q  values  <  .80; 
for  Q  values  between  .80  and  1.2,  the  SFp  should  be 
no  more  than  15  percent. 

The  MMr  is  a  measure  of  the  revision  in  the  month- 
to-month  percent  change  for  specific  observations,  as 
the  years  included  the  span  are  changed.  It  is  considered 
acceptable  if  no  more  than  40  percent  of  the  observa- 
tions are  revised  by  more  than  3  percent. 

The  ratio  of  maximum  to  minimum  seasonal  factor 
gives  the  ratio  of  the  largest  upward  adjustment  to  the 
largest  downward  adjustment,  and  therefore  measures 
the  extent  of  the  seasonal  movements  estimated  by  the 
program.  An  NS  in  the  last  column  indicates  a  series  is 
not  seasonally  adjusted  in  this  publication.  The  informa- 
tion in  the  other  columns  for  these  series  are  the  mea- 
sures produced  in  X-1 1  ARIMA  and  sliding  spans  runs  to 
determine  the  presence  of  quantifiable  seasonality.  For 
series  which  are  not  seasonally  adjusted  in  this  publica- 
tion, the  original  unadjusted  values  are  included  in  both 
the  seasonally  adjusted  and  unadjusted  totals.
